The learned Dean of Exeter, to whom Ait Society b under grett 

•obligations for his repeated antiquarian communications, in the paper 
he laid "before the Society, the 2 2d Jan. 1756, concerning the 
Exeter MS. fays, The common opinion is, that Dancgclc was a tax 
of me fiiXng upon eveiy hide of Itnd in England, wsfl-lind, fti he 
iiippa&d, excepted. In my former paper, p. 20. I tranfcribcd t 
paflagc from Mr. Ardiur Agard, which implied, that I>anegcld was, 
in its original inftitudon, a tax of fix fhillings on every hide of land. • 
As I fliall be always difiident of any opinion I may be thought to 
liave adopted, that ihall appear in die fawft d^ree different fivm diat 
of a peiicm much more conveilant nidi diingi of diii ibit dun 
myfelf, I thought it not improper to faring diia matter to a dofer ex»» 
mination. The rclult of this inquiry I have now the honor to lay 
before the Society from which, I apprehend, it will appear that Mr. 
Gale, the learned Dcin, and myfelf, were under a millake as to

nor fix Shillings, but a tax of two Sliillings per Hide. The infc- 
parable conncftion there is bctwtfrn the Domefday furvcy and Danc- 
gcld, will induce your Lordfhip and this learned Body to excufc the 
trouhlc I give you of tlnis fecond pajKr they will be of opinion die 
lubie«lt at leaft is worthy tlieir confidcration. 

I. 

1. Daneceld, or, as it is called by the Saxons, Jbepc^Ib, 
hercgildum, i. c. " tributum militare feu navale," began to be colletflcd 
inithe reign of king Ethelrcd about the year 991, as fome writers 
fuppofc, ob pacandos Danos patrlam infeftantcs, or, according to 
others, about the year 10 12 or 1013, for the hiring Danidi or other 
fhips, foldiers, and mariners, to oppolc the incurfions of our foreign 
invaders. It was originally an annual tax of two (hillings on every 
hide of arable land in the kingdom and was in its nature a land- 
tax, and is the firft ftated tax of that kind mentioned in our hiftorians. 
It was called Danegcld, as being originally agreed to be paid to thu 
Danes, and, like many other things, continued to retain the name long 
after it became appropriated to ufes intircly different. Mr. Tate in a 
lift, inferted by Mr. Camden, in his Briunnia, p. 226. and by Sir 
Henry Spelman, in his Gloflary, p. 292. makes the number of hides 
of land in England amount to 243,600, confcquendy the grofs pro- 
duce of this tax at two (hillings per hide, would at that rate amount 
to 24,3601. a very great fum to be annually raifcd at that period. 
Edward the Confcffor fufpendcd the payment of this tax during 
part of his time. In the reign of Will. I. it was in one inftancc 
incrcafcd to fix fillings, and in that of W. Rufus to four Jhillings for 
each hide. In the reign of Henry I. it was thee Jbillings, and i»i 
the reign of king Stephen tivo Jl.illings per hide. It continued to. 
be collcdtcd as low as 2 1 Hen. II. and probably later. 

2. Tlvcre were two kinds of payments made in the reign of 
Ethelrcd to die Danes ; the one tribuiary to purchafc peace, and put 
a ftop to their depredations ; thcfc could not be annual, being in their 
nature ex re nata, accidental and occafional, and were railed not by

Danes cODOvAed to furniih the Engllfli with a fleet of fhlps of ^r. 
Hbmctimcs more, fometimes Icfs, lor the defciKe of the Engti/h 
coaAs, for which the Englifh agreed to pay them a Itated annual 
fiibfidy. For the raiiing this, the tax called Danegelt, wliich was an 
tnaoal land-tuc, waa firft introduoed.

He continued ncverthc- 
lefs to collect Dancgeld from the fubjcd until the year 1051, when, 
as Ingulphus and other authors fay, he abfolutciy repealed it. The 
laft time he collcfted it, was, ad navigium fadendum, as appears from 
a writ of Will.

If Edward 
the Confeflbr had for ever abolirticd Danegeld, it could not have 
been certified to W. the Conqueror, as a tax fubfifting by virtue of a 
law of that king. The truth is, that this law, attributed to the 
Confeflbr, was, as I have obfcrved on another occofion, an inter- o ^ 

polation made as late as the time of Hen. II. and is therefore of no- * 
authority with regard to the prcfent inquiiy. ^

" that is, in the like words of form, which were then wont to be 
" ufcd in accompdrig for the lettled yearly revenue. Thus the 
" Danegeld for the firft year (viz. die immediate year accompted 
" for) was called barely Danegeld, or novum Danegeldum; the 
" Danegeld for the next preceding year, praeteritum Danegeldum y 
" the Danegeld for the third preceding year, vetus Danegeldum, etc. 

Mr. Selden in his Mare Claufum, lib. ii. cap. xv. takes notice that 
it appeared by the Excliequer Rolls, that Danegeld had been paid iiv 
the reign of Hen.

Daocgeld was anfwered to the crown for no more tlian 50 
liidei.*M» Out of 104 hides in Guneflmn hundRd, p. 1. b. for 
only 50 hidci. In Dcvonflaie oot of 25 hidei in die hundied 
of PUntone, p. 316. a. it was paid only for .9 hides i virgate. ■ 
In Dorfctfhire out of 341 hides in Pimpire bnndrcd, p. 299. a. it 

was anfwered only for 13 hides. In Wiltllurc out of 52 hides 

in Stapla hundred, p. 276. e. icwtaptdd only for 14 hides and half 
a viigate. And in Camwall out of 44 hides in Paoimie hondred, 
Danq;eld was aniwered Ibr only 8 Udes. pw 305. a. 

The rectifying this abufe, and die ftdcUdonal hidage that might 

fcafonably be expelled from the improvements and increafe of arable 
lands fubrcqucnt to the year 10 13, were probably further reafoM 
with Wilixam the Conqueror ibr malitng his fumy.
